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should produce." " - 

"We can't seitle the unem- 
ployment problem at the 
bargaining table," he pointed 
out. 

Sectors of the labour force 
which were underprivileged 
twenty years ago, such as 
workers in the textile and shoe. 
Industries. "In addition to 
having been maintained in an 
inhuman situation" are 
threatened with extinction. 
"Collective bargaining and 
agreements sighed ;^0Yer the 
years did notv^éyi^tsthe 
deterioration of tHei^itiia'iion," 
Daoust declared. 

Meanwhile the formerly 
privileged sectors, lil<e pulp and 
paper, mining and chemicals, 
"are now undergoing major 
upheavals and are eliminating 
jobs by the thousands. Although 
the workers in these Industries 
are solidly organized, this 
didn't prevent the plants from 
• closing." 



"Bread and butter' trade 
unionism is not enough to solve 
the problems of Quebec 
workers, labour leader Fernand 
Daoust told a McGIII audience 
yesterday. - 

Daoust, Secretary-General of 
the Quebec Federation of 
Labour, revealed at a 
Management Week event that 
his union intends to become 
politically active. He maintained 
that "any fight should not be 
confined Jo one plant or depart- 
iI5.^ti^Bl^^9LMl<'^i'^volye all the 
flaScfârcl¥ss^Ôf1hls province." 

According to Daoust the 
policies adopted over- 
whelmingly by the QFL conven- 
JLon .last November show that 
W: time of docility or. com- 
ifgcency Is oyer." . , 

Te gave two main reasons for 
the rejection of the traditional 
approach to collective 
bargaining. On the one hand "a 
new type of militant" has ap- 
peared in the labour movement 
over the last few years. Accor- 
ding to Daoust these militants - 
are young, radical and more ar- 
ticulate and more educated 
than their predecessors. 

They have also succeeded in 
taking up leadership positions 
at the grassroots level. . 

The other reason for labour's 
new stand, according to Daoust,

Daoust pointed out that con- 
sumer prices are increasing 
faster than wages, while there is 
only one representative from the 
labour movement on a ten-man 
government committee on con- 
sumer affairs. Financial^Jn- 
stitutlons and businessifiè^^on , 
yhg^^Dtlje.r. hand, ■ are 'over- 
^presented on this committee. 
"Even though the Quebec 
labour code is one of the best in 
North America," Daoust said, 
"unionization is still inaccesibie 
to two-thirds of Quebec's labour 
population." 

"There is also the problem of 
labour laws which are being 
used against us and of a legal 
apparatus which is being used 
by employers to crush strikes 
when a settlement is not 
reached at the bargaining 
table." 

Daoiist cited the La />resse , 
Lapaime and Lucky One 
disputes as examples of the

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Lenn Bentley, former 
Students' Association President 
of Sir George, hias dropped fiis 
suit against the university, and 
will be leaving for home 
(Guyana) early Friday morning. 

Bentley personally informed 
the Dally of this decision late 
yesterday afternoon. 

That morning in the mail Ben- 
tley received a clipping from a 
Montreal Star article on his 
latest press conference. The 
clipping was marked with 
numérous racist threats. 

"You black bastard. You 
stinki Get the hell out of this 
White Countryl" read the blue- 
ink scrawl. 

Circles were drawn around 
Bentley's nose and mouth, and 
the caption read: "You're a 
Gorilla. Who opened your 
cage?" 

"I'm shattered," said Bentley. 
"My Ideals are shattered. I'm 
going-through the system, and^ 
still being threatened.'* 

Since his election last yearasl 
President, Bentley has been In 
conflict with the Sir George ad- 
ministration. In September, he* 
resigned his position; In. Oc- 
tober, the Board of Governors 
suspended . the Students' 
Association, on the jgi-ounds of 
Inability "to function within the 
present constitution." 
> • Last week Bentley outlined 
. ."some of the administrative 
racial ploys" that have been 
used agairist^^him vand the 
Students"Asspclàtion, which he 
had planned to bring to court 
shortly. 

Then, yesterday, he decided 
tojreturn to his native country. 
'^ff^f^ot screwed.. I'm going 
through the system. What the 
hell are they scared of?" 

"I'm not mobilizing people 
and telling them burn, burn, 
burn. 

"Maybe that's what should 
have been done. That's the only 
. thing they understand." 

Bentley expressed little con- 
dern for the university he was 
leavirig. 

"I don't care what happens. 
I'm just leaving. I cared too 
much. 

"I've always considered 
myself first of all, as. a black 
student leader and secondly as 
a leader of all students," he 
declared. "That's not racist. 
O'Brien (Principal) only saw me 
as a black student leader." 

Bentley also criticized the 
Star's coverage of his case. 

"The Montreal Star is part of 
the stinking, fuckin' system. 
They know where they can go." 

Bentley offered to speak to 
reporters on Friday at the air-

"Inefficiency of a rational 
dialogue." At Lucky One, 
desjjite the law .and the 
recognition of the union, "we 
still have been unable to sign a 
collective agreement." 

Insofar as establishing 
French as the working language 
of Quebec Is concerned "we 
have failed," Daoust admitted 
frankly. 

"It's quite unfair to ask 
workers to strike for language 
rights," he said of the unsuc- 
cessful two-month strike by 2,000 
workers at General Motors in 
Ste-Therese; "It's up to the 
' lationàli^^àsembly to Im- 
^lernentÏÏegisîation. And to take 
GM in one plant while other 
plants are producing is not very 
conclusive. It's to be beaten 
before you're started.""^ 

Unlike the Confederation of 
National . Trade Unions, which < 
has refrained from supporting - 
any political party, the QFL has 
always supported the New 
Democratic Party and its 
predecessor, the Cooperative 
.Commonwealth Federation, in 
federal elections. "Provin-; 
dally,"- Daoust said, "it had a 
couple of adventures which 
weren't conclusive politically." 

Even though the QFL does not 
support the Parti Québécois, 
many of its members voted for 
that party in the last election. 
The QFL was concerned, 
t^ecause "we have some reser- 
vations about the social content 
of PQ policies. We feel it is a 
middle class party, flirting with 
private enterprise." 

At the November convention 
the QFL was given a mandate to 
support a provincial political 
party and to "envisage the 
possibility of forming a new 
party" if none of the parties are 
suitable. 

But the PQ is apparently to be 
given another chance, to prove . 
itself. The QFL does not Intend 
to do anything about forming a 
new party until its next conven- 
tion in 1973, in order to give the 
Pequistes a chance to draw up 
a new platform at their conven- 
tion. 

The QFL, .Incidentally, 
decided In November to support 
Quebec's right to self- 
determination. This is In con- 
trast to the strong stand it look

"Prostitution 
of Women" 
discussed 



A caucus on the Prostitution 
of Women attracted a full hall 
last night with speakers to 
please, or displease, everyone. 
This was the third caucus op 
women's liberation, in a week- 
long series arranged by the 
Debating Union. 

The women panelists were: 
Janet Kask, a freelance jour- 
nalist, Susie dreamcheese, a 
former go-go dancer, Mrs. Net- 
tie Harris, a housewife and one- 
time journalist, an anonymous 
prostitute, Mrs. Jay Taylor, 
President of the Barton-Taylor 
Model Agency, Mrs. Lilian Reln- 
blatt, lawyer, Linda Jewel, a for- 
mer college teacher and a 
. member of the Gay Liberation 
Movement, and 'rene^^Slmon^^a 
doctor at the McGlirfti^lnh ser- 
vice. 

The first speaker, Janet Kask, 
admitted to having nothing new 
to say on discrimination against 
.women and commented that it . 
kstlir ,exists in the field of jour- 
rnalism although to a much 
lesser extent. She stressed the 
desire to see drastic reforms in 
Abortion Laws and im- 
provements and extensions of 
day care centi'es. 

Irene Simons remarked that 
doctors experience only a 
limited degree of discrimination 
which is generally imposed 
upon them by society rather 
than the medical community. 
"The most difficult problem 
faced by women doctors Is * 
combining a married and 
professional life. A married doc- 
tor must generally divide her 
devotion between her 
profession and her family" and 
housevSSSr^^Kéréas â' than can . 
become^more involved in his 
work with the additional 
psychological .support^ol, his 
wife. She quôted^MçGill 
medical student who wrote 
"Too bad a woman can't get a 
'wife' so that she too could in- 
vest all her energies in her 
career." 

Lilian Reinblatt also en- 
couraged women to expend 
more energy on a worthwhile 
career. "Women are not en- 
couraged to develop their 
potentl.al.in terms of themselves 



and the community and thus the 
society has been drprived of 
much potential. Women can do 
more than placard protest and 
meet." She addressed hersle fot 
he young people, saying, 
"Whatever you seek to do go 
"outnow." 

Both the former prostitute and 
go-go dancer found their oc- 
cupations degrading. They ex- 
pressed relief at terminating 
their respective jobs. Both en- 
tered their particular fields 
because of the "no money, no 
experience syndrome." 

Linda Jewel said that a 
redefinition of the sex roles in 
society helped her Identify with 
other oppressed members of 
'ioclety.' "Society teaches that 
the man is aggressive and 
women must be responsive. 
Gay Lib teaches women that we 
aren't forced to go to our op- 
'pressors for sex. We are all in a 
straitjacket and. we. must help 
each other to move around." 

Support for the status quo 
was expressed by Mrs. Nettie 
Harris and Mrs. Jay Taylor. Net- 
tie Harris described herself as 
half Victorian-and-housewlfe 
and half career-woman. "I 
believe à woman is a woman 
and a man is a man". She also 
stated the belief that in a happy 
marriage, the woman must be 
willing to subjugate herself to 
her husband. 

The first boos of the evening 
came when Mrs. Jay Taylor 
quaintly quoted, "Charm gets a 
man." She said that charm did 
not mean being phoney and 
defined it as an attempt to bring 
out a "woman's ability to 
equalize herself with herself", 
which she never adequately ex- 
plained. ,. , . , ■ 

She also claimed that her own 
charm school draws people 
from all walks of life. This w/as 
hotly disputed by a student 
member of the audience who 
asked whether the poor working 
woman has the time, energy, 
money or even need for her 
charm school. The student ad- 
ded that Mrs. Taylor was just 
perpetuating a myth of the up- 
per and middle class. . . . .

against separatism at previous 
conventions. 

Daoust. who maintained tiiat 
the QFL believes In 
"democratic socialism" and 
tiiat It has' "always rejected 
totalitarianism," denied an 
alleged charge by Canadian 
Labour Congress President 
Donald IVIacDonald that the QFL 
had been "Infiltrated" by 
Marxists. "But there are all sorts 
of tendencies within an 
organization like ours." 

Some of the management 
students present expressed a 
desire to work for the union 
when they graduated rather 
than for corporations, although 
others aslced questions about 
such topics as the "conflict bet- 
ween the public need to protect 
the economy" and union 
aspirations in the case of the air 
traffic controllers' strlice. 
^The other invited spealter, 
,^eral labour department civil 
^rvant Dr. Garfield Claci<, poin- 
ted out in reply to this query that 
public relations is an Important 
part of any labour dispute. 

"If you want to understand a 
stril<e, don't rely on the media," 
Clacl< admonished the 
audience, "because they only 
pjck out what makes news." 
^lack pointed out that strikes 
re "often not as costly as 
they're made out to be. There's 
a tendency to gross inflation oj 
the impact of strikes, 
ticularly when the strikes are 

Although he originally raised 
the question of "the disadvan- 
tages of the unrestricted right to 
strike" as a question for debate. 
Clack eventually came to the 
conclusion that "there is always 
a role for collective organization 
inJndustry.'' He said that unions 
faraxohcerned "that people are 
being given orders whether In 
private or state-owned enter- 
prise."
